Colored Leaders Told Whites Will 


Get All Jobs Needing 


Consent, 


Senate's 


Washington, June ^19.—Leading 


negro politicians have been told they 
will not be given positions under, the 
Harding Administration that have to 
ibe passed upon fby the Senate. That 
is understood to mean tne jobs of 
Regster of the Treasury and Recorder 
of Deeds of the^District of Columbia 
will go to white men. 


This agreement was not reached 


until Will 'H. Hays had quit as Chair- 
man of the National Committee and 
was succeeded by John T. Adams. 
Mr. Hays opposed the Slemp plan to 
force the negro to the background 
and eliminate him as an issue in th<e 
South. His opposition was not open to 
and agressive 'but strong enough to 
interfere with -plans to build up a 
"white Republican Party." 


'Chairman Adams, it is understood, 


is more friendly to the Slemp idea. 
In the distribution of patronage the 
Southern 
negro will be 
ignored if 


white men can be had for the jobs. 
Republican leaders are experiencing 
some troulble in organizing a formi- 
dable party of whites in South Caro- 
lina. They have been .flirting with 
former Senator Jolin L. MeLaurin, 
Senator Tillman's" colleague in the 
Senate fifteen years ago, who could 
have the 3ob of pie counter attendant 
for his State if he would agree to re- 
organize the G. O. P. forces along 
white lines.

If healthy breeding stock is obtained, 
the houses and yards kept clean, nnd 
careful attention given to the birds, 
diseases and parasites should not be 
a troublesome factor In squab rais- 
ing.

-nest pans should be cleaned out and 
the nesting material removed when- 
ever dirty, care being taken not to 
disturb the squabs any more than l» 
absolutely necessary.

During the spring season fowls 


ing free range get abundant exercise, 
but during the cold months many hens 
suffer Tiom lack of exercise 
Close 


confinement without exercise is not 
conducive to~getting the best -results 
from a flock, although the feed pr»- 
vided may be the best, for idle hens 
soon grow too fat to lay. 
It is al- 


most Impossible to give laying hens 
that are confined too much exercise. 


The fowls may be encouraged to ex- 


ercise In various ways, such -as sus- 
pending cabbage heads, beets, etc., so 
that the birds have to jump for theia, 
and scattering grain In the litter. The 
litter should be from four to eight 
inches deep and may consist of straw 
(either cut or whole), hay, leaves, 
buckwheat hulls, shredded corn fodder, 
or any like convenient material. Tne 
hens should be kept hungry enough 
so that they will work 'diligently all 
day for the corn scattered In this Ut- 
ter, say poultry specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
Whenever the litter becomes 


damp or soiled it must be removed 
and fresh put In.

All this could be 
readilly avoided toy simply "firing" 
the cans into the furnace along with 
the other fuel. The "burning of a tin 
can, as any other combustible, is a 
process of oxidation. Oxidation takes 
place slowly in the space" abve the 
fuel bed, because then if the fire is 
intelligently handled and there is a 
minimum of "air dilution" there will 
toe no great amount of free oxygen. 
As the cans are allowed to sink deep- 
.er and deeper into the fuel bed, and, 
finally, into the underlying beds of 
ashes, they, enfcounter more and more 
free oxygen which, at a comparative- 
ly high temperature, soon results in 
their almost complete disappearance. 
• In order that they may be got rid 
of as quickly as possible, it is best to 
put them into the furnace before 
firing on fresh coal. They should not 
be "poked" (neither should burning 
coal for "that matter, except in very 
rare incidents), 'but left alone to sink 
gradually 
down ""to, 
and 
finally 


through, the grates, in which there 
will be nothing left of them but a 
few scattered fragments of brittle ox- 
ide. It may be remarked that practi- 
cally ail other refuse from the house 
can toe disposed of in the same way.
